—A gentleman who se o pinio ns are 
highly respected by 
T h e T e l e g rap h be­ 
lieves that in o ur edito rial o n Rando lph 
Jewett's lecture we did that o rganizer o f 
the third party an injustice. 
We did no t 
intend to be unfair. 
We may say here 
that a man wo rking in tbe cause o f tem­ 
perance, truly and ho nestly, is devo ting 
himself to as no ble and as ho ly a cause 
as any man o n to p o f this green earth to ­ 
day. 
We tho ught we saw mo re po litics 
and partisan trickery than temperance. 
We ho pe that we were mistaken. 
It is 
said that in o ur edito rial we co nveyed the 
idea that Mr. Jewett was advo cating an­ 
archy, while his friends say that he is no t 
in the least sympathy with that class. We 
ho pe he is no t and we are glad to make 
any co rrectio n o f any ro isunderstnmling 
in that behalf. 
T h e T e l e g rap h did no t 
intend to say o r intimate that Mr Jewett 
had any sympathy with anarchists. 
Our 
co mplaint was that his talk wo uld give 
co mfo rt if no t aid to that class o f peo ple. 
Tbe expressio n he gave utterance to justi 
fled us in saying all we said. 
Mr. Jewett 
stated íd his speech that he was “ asto nish­ 
ed that there were no t mo re anarchists in 
this co untry.” 
It is very easy to under­ 
stand that he might make such a remark 
and still be entirely free fro m any sympa­ 
thy o r fello wship with that class. 
But 
why did he make the statement? 
We will 
tell yo u. 
He had been dwelling in his 
speech upo n what he called unjust laws, 
especially the tariff. 
He meant, if be 
meant anything, that he was asto nished 
that the tariff laws did no t make mo re an­ 
archists. 
He wo uld no t desire to have 
mo re anarchists and we will grant that 
anarchy is as repugnant to him as to any 
o f us. 
He o nly regretted that there was 
laws that breed anarchists. This we deem 
a fair statement o f bis meaning. 
No w, 
yo u see, Mr. Jewett is o n abo ut the same 
platfo rm as tbe anarchists fo rthey will 
ell yo u that they aro anarchists because 
the laws o f this co untry drive them to 
such a po sitio n. 
Tbe anarchist speaker 
gives to his listeners tbe same arguments 
abo ut unjust laws that Mr. Jewett gives 
in his lectures with o nly the difference o f 
o bjecting to different kinds o f laws. The 
anarchist will tell yo u tbat bis o bjectio n 
to the laws o f this co untry are that they 
do no t permit him to drink beer and 
whisky and raise the devil o n the Sab­ 
bath day, anu Mr. J ewett wo nders that 
there are no t mo re anarchists because 
there is a duty o n wo o l. 
If this is no t a 
fair statement o f Mr. Jewett’s po sitio n 
we did no t understand him. 
The State 
o rganizer o f the temperance party said 
that he was “ asto nished tbat there were 
no t mo re anarchists in this co untry.” 
What did he mean? Certainly it was no t 
idle gab. 
In this co nnectio n it is argued 
by ODe o f the Third Party men o f o ur 
city that “ Pro fesso r Fo rbes suggested at 
the farmers’ institute that he was asto n­ 
ished that chinchbugs did no t o verrun 
the State” —and o ur neighbo r to us tri 
umpbantly said: “ Did the Pro fesso r by 
that remark indicate that he was in fuvo r 
o f bugs.” 
Our reply was that there is a 
slight difference between men and bugs. 
The learned Pro fesso r simply meant that 
pjeo ple did no t use pro per metho ds to ex­ 
terminate bugs 
Did o ur friend mean to 
co nvey the idea that Mr. Jewett believes 
that anarchists and their sympathizers, o r 
perso ns who “ wo nder that there ¿ re no t 
mo re o f them,” are as numero us as 
they no w are because go o d citizens do 
no t o rganize and systematically kill them 
o ff as we exterminate po tato bugs? Wo uld 
o rato r Jewell have us kill an anarchist o n 
sight? o r suppress all men who believe 
that the laws o f the United States are so 
unjust as to naturally drive peo ple into 
anarchy! He certainly do es no t mean 
that. To make this so rt o f lo gic appli­ 
cable; o r to make tbe parallel go o d we 
must co nsider ento mo lo gy and po litical 
eco no my the same thing! 
We spo ke par­ 
ticularly o f this po rtio n o f Mr. Jewett’s 
speech because it was the mo st o ffentive 
to us, and we tho ught to all go o d 
citizens 
who can lay aside prejudice lo ng eno ugh 
to see a wro ng when perpetrated by a 
man who is really o r apparently wo rking 
fo r a great and m u ch needed refo rm. 
We did no t in o ur h astily written edito r 1 
sto p to argue the misstatemen ts th at Mr. 
Jewett made in spea king o f many less 
impo rtant po litica l ma tters Fo r instance: 
When Mr. Jewett to ld the wo iking men 
pretent that the strikes in the anthracite 
co al mines o f Pen n sy lv an ia were o n u c- 


co unt o f tbe tariff perhaps he did no t 
kno w that there is no tariff (o r tax as he 
called it) o n that same co al, and we may 
presume that such statements came no t 
fro m an intentio n to misrepresent facts 
but fro m sheer igno rance o n the part o f 
the speaker. 
When “ State o rganizer” 
Jewett to ld the wage-earners that their 
clo thing co st in this co untry nearly do uble 
the fto ney that such clo thing co st in 
Englao d it may be that Mr. Jewett did 
no t kno w that clo thing such as the labo r­ 
ing man wears is cheaper in the United 
States than it is in England; and there­ 
fo re we may presume (with a large mix­ 
ture o f charity) that this leader o f the 
Third Party, as he is called, may no t have 
kno wn much net nt what he was talking 
abo ut. 
The tho ught csme naturally into 
o ur mind while listening to his misrepre­ 
sentatio ns and abuses o f a party that had 
do ne mo re f» r free labo r than any o rgan­ 
izatio n o r go vernment since dawn o f civ­ 
ilizatio n, that it wo uld have been much 
mo re to the po int in a temperance lecture 
bad Mr. Jewett to ld the peo ple the sim­ 
ple fact that whisky and beer co sts the 
labo ring men o f this co untry tho usands 
o f do llars where tariff taxes co sts them 
no t o nly no thing; but are actually a ben­ 
efit. 
As an American citizen, having 
so me regard fo r o ur co untry, we can 
truly say to Mr Jewett that we are as 
to nished, no t tbat there are no t mo re an­ 
archists, but that such a thing as an an­ 
archist can live fo r a day in this land. 
Furthermo re, 
tbe fact that 
thro ugh 
the tariff laws, under which eyery indus­ 
trio us, healthy man in the co untry gener 
ally has pro spered fo r the last quarter o f 
a century as no labo rer o f any class has 
pro spered in any land o n tbe glo be, in 
any age, is a sufficient pro o f tbat the laws 
are just and bénéficient to all classes, and 
particularly to the labo rer. T h e T e l e ­ 


g raph wants no better evidence than this 
wo suggest o f the go o d results o f the 
tariff laws o f this co untry. 
The anarch 
ists sho uld no t and do es no t co mplain 
generally o f the tariff law9 . 
He co mes 
fro m where enslaved labo r his felt the 
curses o f free trade to this land where 
the labo ring man pro spers and he co o ly 
asks the industrio us 
wage-wo rker to 
divide his well earned gains with the beer 
guzzling lo afer. Such is anarchy 
We 
are asto nished that it co uld have the im. 
pudence to raise its ugly head anywhere 
in this land. 
In this, fo r so me reaso n, 
Mr. Jewett differs fro m T h e T e le gr a p h . 
That there are so me changes that sho uld 
be made in o ur tariff laws is generally 
co ncecded, but really we do no t think it 
in go o d taste to mix up the refo rming o f 
drunkards with a few needed changes in 
the tariff laws. 
In o ther wo rds it is no t 
just the thiug fo r the great leader o f o ur 
State temperanco o rganizatio n to talk 
abo ut “ refo rming” the tariff, as if it were 
a ho rse-thief o r a Bo urbo n po litician, o r 
a beer-jerker, instead o f the pedestal up­ 
o n which o ur Natio nal credit and pro s­ 
perity rest, is like pro po sing to reco n­ 
struct the go spel o r temo del the law o f 
gravitatio n.

Life in British New Guinea . 
Tho fo llo Av ing is Mr. Askwith’s des­ 
cription of New Guinea dwellings: 
“The houses on this part of the coast 
as also in the villages inland, arc built 
upon piles, vary ing from four to eight 
feet in height. 
A few steps up a rude 
ladder lead to a platform, on which 
some of tho family generally recline. A 
baby , and often a y oung pig, in nets 
suspended from tho eaves, are gently 
swinging to and fro. 
Fishing nets lie 
in a corner, Avhilo shells, with grass 
streamers or hideous carved pieces of 
wood, hang before tho bamboo door, 
which is low and narrow, and leads into 
the common room, where all tho family 
sleep. 
Tho common room is about 
12x 18 feet, with a bare flooring of rough 
planks, generally tho sides of old 
canoes. 
Through the chinks the gar­ 
bage is thrown upon the plentiful rem­ 
nants of cocoa-husks below for the pigs 
to eat or tho sea to carry away . 
In the 
middle of the room is a tiro placed 
o il 
a pile of ashes or some boards, with a 
spark protector of bamboo stick hung 
abput three feet above. 
On tho con- | 
tral pole is hung a tomtom, while here I 
and there on the gra^s walls are sus­ 
pended gourds for lime, bamboo pipes, 
towahawks, adzes, spare grass petti­ 
coat, and not-bags. 
There is no win­ 
dow, but a movable shutter can gener­ 
ally bo opened ou the sea-side, nod 
plenty ot air enters through the walls 
and the holes in tho floor.” 
Then as to clothing: 
“The natives 
certainly atl’o* t sincere simplicity in the 
matter of dress. 
The only urti *le com­ 
mon to all men is a thin string, a third 
of an inch in bre adth, passed tightly 
round the waist and between the legs. 
A baud of grass, which serves as a 
pocket for tobacco, knives, aud decora­ 
tions of cotton leaves, is for tho most 
part Av o rn upon tiie upoer part of the 
arm. 
Some have head bands of red 
braid or small rounded pieces of shells, 
while a few wear necklaces of shells or 
teeth, and carved bones through the 
nose. 
Their hair, thick, matted, and 
long, is drawn up by a comb of bamboo 
cane. 
The women wear petticoats of

this once aroused,

no, the question of slavery ? 
The annex ation of Tex as, the discov­ 
ery of gold in California, and the Mex ­ 
ican war, were the leading events oc­ 
curring during President Polk’s ad­ 
ministration. 
The mere fact that these 
can be grouped together in this way will 
do much to help one to remember that 
from 18 41 to 18 18 Polk must have been 
he President of the United States; 
jut a careful study into the causes that 
ed to the war with Mex ico, and the 
u!l history of the annex ation of what 
is now the “Lone Star” State, will ex ­ 
cite an interest so deep and earnest 
that, having once studied these sub­ 
jects, they cannot be; forgotten. *To 
study history in this mannner is to 
study it with a method, and for a pur­ 
pose. 
And, as a rule, any thing done 
methodically , and with a purpose in 
view, is apt to be done welt 
A man 
with method and a purpose will read 
even a daily paper in this way . 
Ho 
turns first to what most interests him, 
and treasures that up, because be is 
interested and for the benefit he may 
derive from it. 
He nex t, turns to what 
are, to him, matters of secondary in­ 
terest, and reads them, aud so on. 
After he has finished his paper—it may 
be day s or Aveeks— he is ready to dis­ 
cuss its contents and remembers per­ 
fectly Avell the greater part of Avhat he 
has read. 
The point is, newspapers 
not only tell when and where events 
have occurred, but they generally tell 
why they happened; and this, the phi­ 
losophy of events, enchains attention, 
creates au interest and indelibly im­ 
presses upon the mind the knowledge 
thus convey ed.— Ed .

Ca re o f the Teeth. 
Strict cleanliness is the principal 
thing to be observ ed in the care of the 
teeth. 
After eating, remov e all par­ 
ticles of food with a toothpick, bu t 
nev er, on any accou nt, u se a pin for 
this pu rpose, which is cu stomary with 
some. 
This practice indu lged in fre­ 
qu ently will inju re the teeth far more 
than any one wou ld su ppose. 
Use the 
wooden toothpick, of which there are 
two kinds, the sharp pointed and the 
flat pointed. 
The first is all v eiy well 
if it does not split, leav ing a small 
splinter between the teeth or u nder the 
gu ms, which is v ery disagreeable, if 
not actu ally painfu l 
For this reason 
the fiat-pointed one is the best 
Rinse 
the mou th thorou ghly with lu kewarm 
water after eating, if it can be conv eni­ 
ently done. 
Nev er u se a hard, stiff bru sh when 
cleaning the teeth, althou gh it is adv o­ 
cated by many . 
A slight friction will 
help the gu ms arou nd the teeth, bu t a 
sev ere one will only irritate and in­ 
flame them, so that for some time after 
they will be too sensitiv e to receiv e 
their daily bru shing. 
Uso a mediu m 
stiff bru sh, one that, try ing with the 
finger, the bristles will separate easily 
and y et not be too soft 
Wash the 
teeth with this bru sh ev ery morning 
and night, u sing lu kewarm water and 
pu re Castile soap. 
Nev er u se cold 
water or any soap bu t pu re Castile for 
this pu rpose. 
According to the opin­ 
ion of a competent dentist, the teeth 
ou ght nev er be bru shed across, bu t al­ 
way s u p and down. 
Bru sh the inside 
as well as the ou tside, and the edges 
that masticate the food; more particu ­ 
larly the tops of the crowns of the 
back 
teeth 
shou ld be 
thorou ghly 
bru shed, as they are liable, on accou nt 
of their pecu liar constru ction, to re­ 
tain more particles of food than the 
others. 
Powdered charcoal is ex cellent for 
whitening the teeth and is also a pre­ 
serv ativ e, bu t u nless v ery finely ' pu l­ 
v erized, it is su re to leav e between the 
gu ms and teeth, no matter how mu ch 
they are bru shed and washed, particles 
that are v ery annoy ing. 
This is also 
tru e of bu rnt bread, u sed by some a s 
a dentifrice, bu t which, in reality , is 
almost impossible to get fine enou gh 
for this pu rpose. 
Both of these articles 
are ex cellent for the breath, bu t as a 
dentifrice, 
u nless finely pu lv erized, 
they are not good. 
When the teeth are discolored from 
neglect or medicine, they can be made 
clean and white by ru bbing them with 
a mix tu re of equ al qu antities of salt 
and cream of tartar finely pu lv erized. 
This will v ery often irritate the gu ms, 
in which case, after u sing, rinse the 
mou th with lu ke-warm water to which 
has been added a few drops of the 
tinctu re 
of my rrh. 
This tends to 
harden the gu ms, au d may be u sed 
with good effect two or throe times a 
week, as it is claimed to be a good pre­ 
serv ativ e. 
Very often a tooth feels 
loose and tho gu ms arou nd are annoy ­ 
ingly sore, and a few drops of tinctu re 
of my rrh will harden the gu ms and re­ 
liev e the soreness. 
It is also ex cellent 
to u se after hav ing a tooth ex tracted; a 
few drops in the mou th allay s the pain 
and keeps down the swelling of the 
gu ms, which is su re to take place u n­ 
less something of this kind is u sed to 
prev ent it. 
Salt is a preserv ativ e, and a pinch 
now and then allowed to dissolv o in the 
mou th may do a great deal of good. An 
old lady who hail v ery beau tifu l teeth, 
attribu ted it to her placing in her 
mou th, on retiring each night, a pinch 
of salt, and allowing it to slowly dis­ 
solv e. 
On taking medicine, the natu re 
of which y ou are not su re, it is well to 
bu tter the teeth, both inside and ou t, 
and there will be no fear of its hu rting 
them.

The Ita lia n Leg isla to rs, 
The Chamber consists of 508 depu ­ 
ties, representing 185 electoral dis­ 
tricts, 
In order to be an elector an 
Italian male citizen mu st be of age, 
mu st be able to read and write, and 
mu st pay tax es to the amou nt of at 
least 19 lire and 8 0 |centesimi annu ally , 
equ iv alent to abou t $3.8 2. 
Of the 
whole nu mber of electors in Italy abou t 
one-half ordinarily stay away from the 
polls. 
A comparativ ely small propor­ 
tion of these abstinents are partisans of 
the temporal power of the popes, and 
as su ch decline to recognize the legit­ 
imacy of the Italian Gov ernment by 
taking part in a parliamentary election. 
Why thou sands of loy al men decline to 
take the trou ble to v ote has nev er been 
satisfactorily ex plained. 
It is perhaps 
du e to a cheerfu l optimism which as­ 
su mes that the best candidate is su re to 
be elected withont the aid of any one 
indiv idu al v oter.

may ex ist in its management, and the 
more anx iou s he is for their remov al 
A depu ty holds office for six y ears, 
u nless the Chamber is dissolv ed in the 
meantime. 
In point of fact he is 
almost certain to lose his seat throu gh 
a dissolu tion long before his six y ears 
hav e ex pired.

Italian Parliaments since 1867 and the 
last general election took place in 188(1 
Tho av erage life of an Italian Parlia­ 
ment has thu s latterly been only al>ou t

Wh$n a depu ty has prov ed himself 
an honest and capable man he rarely

As for the men who took part, 
on the field or in the foru m, in the 
groat work of the Italian risorgimento, 
they hav e almost a prescriptiv e right to 
sit in the Chamber. Thu s Garibaldi was 
alway s elected to Parliament, althou gh 
he was nov er present ex cept at one ses­ 
sion, and althou gh du ring his later 
y ears it was manifestly impossible that 
lie shou ld attend to any Legislativ e 
du ties. 
What will seem odd in com­ 
parison with ou r American political 
methods was the refu sal of Garibaldi’s 
political opponents to nominate any 
candidate against him, for the reason 
that it was thou ght "indelicate” to op­ 
pose a man who had fou ght so magnifi­ 
cently for his cou ntry .— Ha rp er's Ma g ­ 
a zin e.

TALKING IN FAVOR OF PENSIONS. 


Manderson and Turpie Adv ocate Another 
Dependent Pensions Hill. 


W as hingt on 
C it y , Feb. 25.— The bill to 
pension disabled v eterans and the dependent 
relativ es of dead soldiers and sailors was the 
topic of most of the talk in the senate Friday , 
Manderson 
making the first speech. He g av e 
the history of the bill that passed in the last 
cong ress and was v etoed by the president. 
He sp oke of the v eto as a “ destroy ing v eto,” 
and as being “ couched in words of condem­ 
nation and 
much v erbosity .” 
There had 
been no question of constitutional rig ht in­ 
v olv ed in the vetoed bill; it had inv olv ed 
simp ly the question of wisdom and ex pe­ 
diency. 
Ho ex pressed his belief that the 
majority 
of the ex -soldiers of the Union 
thou ght that the time had not y et come for 
a serv ice pension law. 
They simply de­ 
manded 
that their disabled and enfeebled 
comrades should be taken from pauper homes 
and alms 
houses, and should be furnished 
with pensions. 
It was impossible, he said, to calculate the 
os t of the pending bill; but it was no matter 
what it cost, provided the measure was just 
and right 
He believed that it would pass 
both hou ses of cong ress without chang e, and 
that “ in the present ex ig ency ” it would not 
receive the v eto of the chief ex ecutiv e. If 
the p resident should feel an inclination to 
falter in the performance of his plain duty in 
this matter he would commend to him the 
words of 
the g reat marty r of liberty —the 
man who know 
the soldiers’ sacrifices and 
ap p roved the result of their labors: “ With 
malice toward none, with charity for nil, 
with firmness in the rig ht;” believ ing that, 
in reading t hem, he wou ld find strength given 
him to do the like. 
Tu rp ie made an eloq u ent ap p eal in favor 
of the bill ns n measu re calcu lated to p u t the 
indigent ox-soldiers in a p osition to enj )y 
the cu lm which had followed the storm and 
the p eace which had su cceeded the war.

HE PRINTS THE NEWS. 


A SPARTAN-LIKE EDITOR PU3LISHES 
HI3 SON'S DISGRACE. 


Demo ralised by Dime-No yel R* idles the 
Yo ung Man Plan» aa Abdnctio n fo r Do l­ 
lars and Cent« Which Ends in Failure, 
the Jail, and His Fathers Sh « me, 


N ew Y ork , Feb. 25.- A little sheet con­ 
taining about as much matter as a column 
and a half of an ordinary paper and printed 
on oue side only was issued Thursday at Os­ 
ceola Mills, Pa., in place in The Wage-Earn­ 
ers1 J ournal, and the reason why this news­ 
paper so suidenly reduced its siz3 is told by 
the editor, R. A. Kins'oe. 
The matter in 
the little sheet is confined almost entirely to 
a case of kidnaping, in which ono of the 
principals was the editor’s son. 
The story is 
headed: 
“ The Osceola Kidnaping Case.’ 
Mr. Kinslce, who tells the entire story in a 
dignified yet touching way, not attempting 
in the least to cov er up bis his son’s wrong­ 
doing, begins the story by saying: 
“ It is 
not an easy matter for the writer to send the 
facts herein contain« 1 broadcast to the pub­ 
lic, but jus ice to all parties demands that it 
be dona.” 
It appears from the story that on Friday 
ev ening, Feb. 
17, 
Gertie, the 15-year-old 
daughter of R. J . 
Walker, a leading and 
prosperous cit z m of Osceola, v isited a young 
friend iu the town, after promising her 
mother that she would returu home early. 
The girl left her friend a t S;00 in the ev en­ 
ing, and was on her way home, when, near 
an old, deserted building, she was seized, a 
» shawl pulled ov er her shoulders and bead, 
&nd she was dragged into the cellar. 
Her 
hands were then bound, and she wa3 told 
that if she made an outcry she would be 
killed. 
She was asked if she knew who had 
her. 
Upon her replying in the negativ e, she 
was told that her captor was one Will Green- 
walt. 
Then her captor, keeping the shawl 
tight 
ov er 
her 
head, 
led 
her 
out 
and up 
sev eral streets, 
finally 
taking 
her into the building in which The Wage- 
earners’ J ournal is printed. 
Her captor leav ­ 
ing her, Gertie made no outcry, but obtained 
a knife from her pocket by pulling her dress 
around, cut the cords that bound tier, for the 
abductor had tied her ankles together and 
laid heron a pile of ex changes. 
Aft r free­ 
ing herself, which she accomplished just as 
morning daw ned, 
Gertie escape! from the 
building and ran home. 
She told her story, 
r.ot omitting lo state that no v iolence had 
i>een done to her [>erson, and then she was 
prostrated by fright and nerv ousness. 
While she bad been tied in The Wage- 
Earners’ J ournal office the whole town had 
turned out to hunt for her. 
The factories 
blew their whistles, the town bells were rung, 
and the neighbors ran hither and thither, 
looking in all sorts of places, ex pecting to 
find her dead body. 
Her father, happening 
to look in tbe cellar of tbe deserted building, 
found there b s child’s hood and a partially 
eaten stick of candy. 
This confirmed the 
worst suspicions, and believ ing that tramps 
had kidnaped the girl, word was sent to 
adjoining towr.s, so that the abductors might 
not escape. 
Then Editor Kinsloe adv anced the theory 
that it was not the work of tramps; that the 
deed had been committed by some one in 
town; that tbe child, either dead or aliv e, 
would be found in town, and suggested that 
the mayor call a meeting, offer a reward, 
send word to neighboring towns, and then 
make a thorough search of ev ery building in 
town. 
This plan wns about to ba adopted, 
when, as before detailed, the child returned, 
and from searching for, Gertie the scene in 
au instant changed to a wild chase for the 
abductor. 
TV. A. Kins’oe, the eldest §01 of the editor, 
aged 
IS years, was tbe guilty one. 
He 
elude l his pursuers until noon, when he was 
captured and lodge 1 in jail, that courso be­ 
ing thought adv isable on account of the ex ­ 
cited condition of the people. 
He was un­ 
armed, and did not ev en own a pistol. 
Says 
his father in the little sheet; 
The excitem ent is no t to be wo ndered at, fo r 
the kno wledge as to who co m m itted the act and 
the return o f the child fo llo wed so quickly th a t 
no tim ) wa given fo r o ur pe pi * to « ro w m o re 
calm , even tho u.-h m any knew Gertie had no t 
been serio usly harm ed. 
The high sta te o f feeling 
being o nly a natural result fo llo wing the co m m is­ 
sio n o f a heino us crim e believe^ to have bo o n 
co m m itted, we have neither a ry right no r any 
desire to censure. 
Bad as it is, we thank Go d it is 
no wo rse*. 
Editor Kinsloa wont to tho jail tos*e 
bis 
boy. 
The latter said his plan was to keep 
the girl until a reward was 
offered for her 
return. 
Trashy literature, 
which he had 
been in tie habit of reading with other l*oys, 
had inflamed hi3 mind. 
He accused nobody 
of co-operation with him in the abduction, 
and says ho wns under the influence of liquor 
at the time. He asserts that he nev er thought 
of doing tbe girl any v iolence, his only pur­ 
pose being to hide her until a reward was of­ 
fered for her return. 
How he was to obtain 
the money without criminating himself he 
seems not to hav e considered, the schema 
hav ing been worke I out only so far as ob- 
taiug pos ssion of tho girl and the securing 
of a hiding place. 
After placing her in the 
building, and still somewhat under the ef­ 
fects of liquor, he, in order to wear off its 
effects, ran twice to the school house and 
back, to the station and back—more than a 
mile—thou home, where he kept tally for 
sev eral games of dominoes a few lady guests 
were playing, and then retired. 
In concluding the story of the abduction 
tbe father says: 
Active in o ur effo rts to o btain lno *ledg e o f 
tho guilty on**, o ur Keen sym path * an I the sym­ 
pathy o f o ur f o iiiiy fo r Mr. aud Mrs. W alker, the 
tran sfer o f tro uble fro m th *ir sho ulders to o ur 
o wn cam e like a thunderbo lt fro m a e ear sky, 
and we have the best reason to kno w that the 
sym pathy o f Mr and Mrs. W alker go s o ut to us 
in as full nu-asure as ours went o ut to them. 
Then the editor tells the public that owing 
to tho circumstances, the fact that the boy 
who helped him is gone and the sickness of 
another of his compositors, it was impossible 
for him to get out a paper this week aud the 
little sheet was ssued instead. 
Mr. Kinsloe is apparently weighed down 
by sorrow ov er the position of his boy, aud 
offers his journal for sale at a great sacrifice. 
He says at the foot of the little paper that 
his journal has a good patronage and better 
prospect? , and that the public will find his 
reasons for selling out in the story he has 
written a lout his wayward son.

It was fully too min utes before we 
could get their story in a shape to un ­ 
derstan d it. The Sioux rebellion ,which 
man y pion eers had predicted, 
had 
broken out at last 
For the past three 
mon ths we had n oticed a chan gejin the 
demean or of the In dian s some of whom 
called at the house almost daily . They 
had become impuden t an d threaten in g, 
an d man y of the old settlers were be­ 
comin g alarmed. 
Some would have 
given up their farms, but there were 
a few smart Alecks who rode about the 
coun try say in g there was n o dan ger, 
an d that there were en ough soldiers in 
the forts in the State to thrash all 
the In dian s in the whole West. 
These 
men were, as we afterward foun d out, 
in terested in the sale of real estate, an d 
of course they did n ot wan t an y sen sa­ 
tion al reports sen t East. 
But for the 
cival war then ragin g there would have 
been n o uprisin g of the In dian s. Un cle 
Sam had his han ds full in the South, 
an d hun dreds of our y oun g men had 
en listed to fight the Con federates. 
Saun ders had 
received w'arn in g at 
day light from a settler on horseback, 
whoso whole family had been butchered. 
Ho was a teamster, an d his wagon then 
con tain ed a part of a load of stores 
which he \vas haulin g out to a store­ 
keeper in a n ew settlemen t. 
He had 
un loaded some of the stuff an d flun g in 
household goods an d provision s, an d 
had driven at such a pace as to ex haust 
on e of his horses. 
Miller an d his wife 
wero German s, cool an d phlegmatic. 
Their all was in vested right there. 
While they kn ow that trouble was at 
han d, they did n ot wan t to aban don 
every thin g at a more alarm. 
We had 
three horses in the stable, an d Saun ders 
begged hard for on e to take the place 
of his ex hausted beast 
He was boun d 
an d determin ed to get on , even if ho 
had to go on foot, an d Miller con sen ted 
to let tlio horse go. 
While he was be­ 
in g harn essed in , Saun ders asked us to 
throw out some of the merchan dise an d 
lighten the vehicle. 
We took out four 
kegs of powder, about on e hun dred 
poun ds of lead, fifty poun ds of shot, 
three double-barreled shotgun s an d 
an d some groceries, an d the horse was 
n o soon er in tho traces than Saun ders 
drove off at a gallop. 
“Well, what shall we do?” asked 
Mrs. Miller, as wo stood lookin g after 
the wagon . 
“Stay an d fight," replied the hus­ 
ban d. 
I was then a boy of 1<> an d had been 
with the Millers over a y ear. 
Theie 
was n ever a day but that some of tho 
Sioux came alon g, an d in may in stan ces 
they hart eaten of our food. 
Miller 
did n ot thin k it as serious a matter as 
it turn ed out to be, an d with true Dutch 
grit he proposed to stick. 
Wo wen t in to 
breakfast, ale as heartily as usual, an d 
when we were through my employ er 
said: 
“Now we will get ready for the In ­ 
dian s." 
As we wen t outdoors we saw three 
column s of smoko in differen t direc­ 
tion s. showin g that the murderous red­ 
skin s wore at work. 
Miller had 10« ) 
acres of lan d, almost every acre as level 
as a floor. 
We had just fin ished build­ 
in g a milk-house over a sprin g, about 
8 00 feet from the house. 
Aroun d the 
sprin g was about two acres of broken 
groun d un derlaid with rock, an d we 
had blasted out sufficien t of this to lay 
up tho walls of the milk house. 
Miller 
was a ston emason by trade, an d his 
work had Been well don e. 
The house 
was pretty large, bein g 18x24 in side 
the walls, an d the walls were perhaps a 
foot thick. 
The roof had been plan ked 
an d then sodded, an d the door was of 
heavy plan k. 
The place would make a 
capital l’ort, an d while 1 was carry in g 
in to it such thin gs as Mrs. Miller di­ 
rected, the husban d used a crowbar to 
make loopholes in the walls. 
In the 
course of an hour he drove five or six, 
an d then he bored two in the door with 
a big auger.

run n in g 
tren ches, but I had been too busy to 
n otice just what he was up to. 
There 
were thirty -two moun ted In dian s in the 
ban d which came up, an d amon g them 
they had five fresh scalps. 
Every on e 
had plun der of some sort from the set­ 
tler’s cabin s, an d two or three ap­ 
peared much the worse for liquor. 
They 
had 
probably 
seen 
us 
en ter 
the 
milk-house, 
for 
they 
rode right up to the cabin without fear. 
We could see them very plain ly , an d 
amon g the gan g we picked out several 
who had often been supplied with food 
an d ammun ition . 
There wore y ells of 
rage Lom those who dismoun ted an d 
en tered the house to fin d it stripped, 
but presen tly a coun cil was held in the 
on e big room. 
After a few min utes an 
In dian appeared aroun d the corn er of 
the house with a white rag tied to a 
stick, an d when he bad waved it a few 
times he called out that he wan ted a 
“talk." 
Miller shouted to him to come 
on , an d he advan ced to within fifty feet 
of the fort before he stopped an d called 
out: 
“All come out. 
In dian s n o 
hurt 
Dutchman .” 
“Is there war?” shouted Miller. 
“No war—n o war! 
Youn g men get 
drun k an d ride aroun d, but n o war. In ­ 
dian s all like Dutchman ." 
“If y ou like us then go away an d leave 
us alon e!” shouted Miller. 
“Will y ou come out!" 
“No.” 
“Then we burn house an d kill all 
cattle!" 
The In dian s were too an x ious to get 
at their bloody work to waste much 
time in parley in g. 
The messen ger was 
n o soon er un der shelter than the gan g 
began to howl an d whoop, an d while 
some open ed fire on us from the win ­ 
dows, others made preparation s for a 
bon fira 
In about ten min utes the 
house was on fire, an d the In dian s 
crowded together on the far side. 
It 
was a log house, an d the roof fell in be- 
‘fore the sides were hardly ablaze. The 
slight win d blew the smoke an d sparks 
directly over us, so that we could n ot 
see five feet. 
The In dian s con tin ued 
to y ell an d dan ce for a time, but sud­ 
den ly there was a terrible ex plosion 
an d a dozen screams of terror. 
I was 
lookin g in to the smoke cloud, which 
n ow an d then lifted for an in stan t, an d 
I saw the burn in g logs of the house 
scattered to the four win ds by the ex ­ 
plosion . 
Miller kn ew the reds would 
set the buildin g on fire, an d be had 
placed on o of the kegs of powder 
where it would do the most good. 
We 
coun ted five warriors killed or dis­ 
abled by the explosion , an d ^Miller 
killed two others before the crowd got 
out of ran ge. 
The house was the best 
shelter from which to worry us, an d 
they had lost by destroy in g it. 
The stren gth of our fort could bo 
seen at a glan ce. 
The In dian s wero 
wise en ough n ot to attempt a rush, an d 
the whole party were also impatien t to 
push on to the other scen es. 
Six or 
oight moro arrived soon after the ex ­ 
plosion , an d presen tly we saw them 
makin g ready to move off. 
A gen eral 
volloy was fired at us, the war-whoop 
was soun ded, an d the brief Riego was 
raised. 
It was half an hour before we 
ven tured out, an d n ot an In dian was in 
sight. 
We could, however, see tall 
column s of black 
smoke whichever 
way we looked, an d it was plain that 
the w hole section was in the han ds of 
the In dian s. 
We could n ot at first 
make out why they had left us, but 
Miller soon con cluded that they kn ew' 
what they were about. 
The "savages 
wero on every side, an d if w e attempted 
to leave the n eighborhood we should 
fall in to tho han ds of some of them. It 
was quite safe to leave us there while 
they pushed on to butcher tho defen se­ 
less on es. 
An hour after din n er we were join ed 
by three y oun g men , who had been hid­ 
in g, dodgin g, an d travelin g sin ce the 
even in g before, an d who had come a 
distan ce of twen ty miles. 
They wore 
bachelor homesteaders, an d all had 
rifles, revolvers, an d plen ty of ammun i­ 
tion . 
It was a welsome addition to our 
party , for wo n ow felt that we would 
have to stan d a siege. 
Mrs. 
Miller 
brought out the pots an d kettles, an d 
cooked din n er on a fire in the open air, 
an d after it was oaten she began to pre­ 
pare for tho siege. 
Pork was boiled, 
flour stirred in to cakes, coffee made 
an d put in to jugs, an d before n ight she 
had tood en ough to last a dozen men a 
week. 
Mean while the rest of us had 
n ot been idle. 
Home largo posts wero 
sun k in the earth before the door, leav­ 
in g space en ough for on ly on e person to 
come at us at a time that way . 
Four 
more loopholes wore made in tie* walls, 
an d then tho plan kin g of the roof was 
loopholed by mean s of the an ger in at 
b ast twen ty places. 
1 n ow saw what 
Miller had been up to the 
He hail put in n o less 


of powder, an d hid it n n der the rocki 
an d dirt on the brin k of the pit. 
A 
tren ch was then dn g to an d n n der thet 
wall of the milk-house, an d by mean s 
of boards a train of powder was laid. 
When the earth had been filled in again 
n o on e could have told it had been dis­ 
turbed. 
We were as ready as we could be at 
6 o’clock, but the sun was just goin g 
down when we saw the In dian s ap­ 
proachin g. By that time more than 3,- 
000 settlers had been butchered or 
driven from their homes, an d the war 
which was to sweep over an ex ten t of 
coun try 200 miles lon g an d six ty broad 
ha 1 open ed in all its fiercen ess. 
The 
ban d which n ow approached n umbered 
on ly six teen warriors, an d as soon as 
they saw our stren gth they fired a few 
shots at lon g ran ge an d passed on to 
the east 
At dark we en tered the fort, 
arran ged the goods an d provision s to 
give us all the room possible, an d by 
an d by turn ed in to sleep, while on e 
man was left to watch. 
This was Mil­ 
ler. 
He was to watch un til midn ight, 
an d then call on on e of the y oun g men , 
but at 11 o’clock he quietly aroused the 
garrison an d whispered the n ews that 
a large n umber of In dian s had arrived. 
We w'ere scarcely awake before bein g 
made aware that our fort was bein g in ­ 
spected by spies. 
When we had care­ 
fully pulled the plugs from the loop­ 
holes we could see an d hear them mov­ 
in g about in large n umbers. 
By an d 
by we heard a n umber of them on the 
roof. 
They were probably in vestigat­ 
in g to see how to burn us out. 
At a 
sign al from Miller we took up our gun s, 
carefully poked the muzzles through 
the loopholes in the plan ks, an d at an ­ 
other sign al all fired. 
We killed or 
woun ded two In dian s by the volley ,an d 
the others hastily departed. 
Half an 
hour later two or three of the reds 
crept up to the barricade in fron t of 
our door with arms full of light wood, 
an d started a fire. 
The posts were 
on ly half season ed, an d all that after­ 
n oon I had kept them wet with water. 
They charred a little un der the flames, 
but the fire would n ot take hold. From 
the n umber of In dian s we could see, 
an d to judge by the y ells of those out 
of sight, our en emy n umbered at least 
fifty . 
After try in g us with fire, they 
drew off to wait for day light, an d the 
most of them probably wen t to sleep. 
When day light came our en emies 
were rein forced by a ban d of twelve. 
About an hour after day light the In ­ 
dian s sen t forward a white prison er 
with a white flag to deman d our sur­ 
ren der. 
He came up within thirty feet 
of on r barricade, an d then halted an d 
told us what he had been comman ded 
to do. 
A dozen or more In dian s had 
their rifles on him, ready to shoot in 
case he attempted to play ihtn n raise. 
He was a big, powerful fellow, an d I 
n ever saw such grief an d an x iety in a 
human coun ten an ce. 
In a voice loud 
en ough for the In dian s to hear, he de­ 
man ded our surren der, but in whispers 
he warn ed us n ot to, as every on e of us 
would be butchered. 
Miller replied to 
him from a loophole, tellin g him to go 
back to the In dian s an d ask their best 
terms. 
When he return ed he was to 
come as close as possible, an d at a sig­ 
n al he was to sprin g forward an d the 
door would be open od for him. 
He 
was a pretty cool fellow, in spite of all 
bis sufferin gs. 
He return ed to the In ­ 
dian s, con sulted for a few min utes, an d 
when lie came back to us he approached 
within twen ty -five foet before they 
shouted to him to halt. 
Then he told 
us that we would be permitted to take 
on e of the teams an d leavo the coun try ; 
that the In dian s all loved us; that all 
they wan ted was their lan d. 
We had 
our gun s ready to cover him an d I saw 
him draw a lon g breath just before 
the 
sign al 
came. 
As 
Miller 
uttered a whistle on e of the men 
pulled open the door an d at the same 
in stan t tho stran ger made a sprin g for 
shelter. 
It was u veritable sprin g for 
life. 
The In dian s fired at him, but too 
late, an d lie pitched in amon g us with­ 
out a scratch. 
Then began a siege 
which lasted n in e day s, an d in which 
over forty In dian s were killed an d 
woun ded. They gathered in the quarry 
as ex pected, an d Miller ex ploded the 
torpedo an d killed four an d badly 
woun ded a dozen . 
They tried every 
possible way to burn us out, an d oil 
on e of these occasion s, when they were 
con gregated together, Miller spran g 
an other of his miues an d killed several 
of them. 
Five or six differen t times 
they display ed a flag of truce an d 
sought to coax or threaten us to sur­ 
ren der, but Miller was wise en ough to 
refuse to trust them. 
From first to 
last they fired about 4,000 bullets at 
our fort, over 100 were lodged in the 
door, but n on e of us wero woun ded. 
The besiegin g force n ever n umbered 
less than thirty -five, an d on o day tho 
n umber was over on e hun dred. 
On the 
n in th day troops came an d drove the 
fien ds oil’, 
an d it was on ly then we 
learn ed of the widespread devastation . 
Not a house n or barn bad been left 
stan din g for miles an d miles in an y di­ 
rection . 
Crops had been destroy ed, 
stock shot down , an d settlers butchered 
or driven oil all over a great section of 
tho State. 
We had been the on ly on es 
outside of the town s to make a fight, 
an d by on r stan din g a siege we kept a 
large force of tho savages from goin g 
again st the settlers.

"The writing of fiction for the young 
has become an important branch of 
literature,* said an old writer, whose 
charming stories hav e tickled a genera­ 
tion of young people. “ It seems sim­ 
ple enough, doesn't it, to draw a little 
upon the imagination and spin ont a 
lot of stuff about * Jimmy the Safe 
Cracker/or ' Bob the Boy Detectiv e/ 
but some of the best newspaper writers 
in this city hav e seized the story-writ- 
er's quill with a sort of holy enthusi­ 
asm—and haVe failed. 
One of them, 
whose heart-rending tale was published, 
had the happiness of hearing him­ 
self called a * chump5 by a gamin critic 
who had just finished reading the 
effort. 
“ I guess this faculty of writing fic­ 
tion must come v oluntarily to a per­ 
son. 
I hav e tried my hand at other 
branches of literature, and hav e im­ 
mediately and with great unanimity 
been pronounce no good. 
Shortly af­ 
ter this rebuff, a story, telling of the 
superhuman deeds of a young hero 
appeared, and ev er since I hav e not 
been able to turn out manuscripts quick­ 
ly enough for the publishers. 
“ On some days, I can't, to sav e me, 
write a single line, while at other times 
I may worry through a long paragraph, 
but on reading it a second time I tear 
it up in disgust. 
Nothing remains but 
to wait for an 'inspiration.' This does 
not come from abov e, a gift from the 
ods, as is v ulgarly supposed, but is 
rought on by a knowledge qf the fact 
that the publisher is waiting impa­ 
tiently for the next chapter of my 
story. 
When I once get started the 
thoughts come almost too quickly. 
“ Do I ev er correct my copy? Well, 
not much. I get the story together in 
my cranium and then spin it out. 
I 
sometimes read it a second time and 
change a word occasionally, then off 
she goes to the printer. We are not 
v ery particular, anyway, since we are 
working for boodle, and not for undy­ 
ing fame. If we were to follow the ad­ 
v ice of Horace, and lock up our manu­ 
script for nine years and then take it 
out and rev ise it, I am afraid that boot­ 
blacks, messenger boys, and the young 
in general, would go "without intellect­ 
ual food for some time. 
That, howev ­ 
er, might not prov e a serious blow to 
the community, for messages would 
then, in all probability, be deliv ered 
promptly. 
Why, I hav e seen a mes­ 
senger boy, on whose fleetness of foot 
a fortune, or probably a life depended, 
standing on a corner” for half an hour 
intently absorbed in one of my compo­ 
sitions. Quite flattering to me, was it 
not? 
“ You think the increasing drain should 
exhaust my storehouse of ideas, do you ? 
Let me inform that it doubtless would, 
did I not learn something new ev ery 
day. I always make a note of ev ery­ 
thing I see or hear, and books and pa­ 
pers giv e me any number of ideas, 
which I mold to suit my readers—not 
my readers exactly—but the publish­ 
er’s readers. We write to please but 
one person, and he is that all powerful 
indiv idual who can take the story or 
return it with thanks. 
“ You want to know how we are paid ? 
Well, none of us ev er become million­ 
aires, yet a person with ordinary talent 
can always make a good liv ing at the 
business. 
“ I do all my writing in two or*three 
days of the week, and make about $50 
or $00 without exerting myself. 
The 
most money I ev er receiv ed for a story 
was $500 for a little thing I finished in 
four days. 
It was for a celebrated 
comedian, who, with my permission, 
erased my name from the title page 
and inserted his own. 
I don’t know 
how much he receiv ed for his name and 
my story. 
“ I think I am doing as much good 
for the young as many who make more 
pretensions. Most of my stories are 
founded on history, and probably im­ 
press truths on youthful minds more 
forcibly than do some of the professors 
who affect to despise our profession so 
much.” ________

Prince 
hardly ev er gets 
up 
before noon, unless he has to attend 
an important parliamentary meeting. 
But it must be remembered that he 
only goes to bed after working till 2 
a, m. ev ery night. 
In the Chancel­ 
lor's bedroom a light is kept burning 
all the night, numbers of messages 
often requiring his personal attention 
being brought in during the night. 
In 
consideration of the late hours kept by 
the Prince, supper is serv ed late in 
the ev ening and seldom finished be­ 
fore midnight. 
Besides the Princess 
Bismarck, Count and Countess liant- 
zau partake of almost ev ery meal, 
regularly leav ing the palace at 10:45 
p. m., when a second-class cab always 
takes them home. 
Bismarck’s birth­ 
day is always a great feast and holiday 
for the 
serv ants 
of 
the 
house. 
In the kitchen a barrel of wine 
is 
prov ided 
by 
Princess 
Bis­ 
marck, two bands are in attendance, 
and the serv ants' families appear 
on the scene. The Prince comes down, 
talks with the guests, and distributes 
sweets among the children. The pleas 
ant relations between master and ser­ 
v ant are also ev ident, from /h e fact 
that the Princess always giv es six Easter 
eggs to each of the serv ants* 
The do­ 
mestic police of the Prince consists of 
a sergeant and eight constables. 
If

China d ecoraBon has kd £ t pace with 
china manufacture, and now American 
good s successfully compete with Qiose of 
both England and Holland . 
The purpose of the school is to furnish 
such instruction in d rawing, painting, 
mod eling, carving and d esigning as is re­ 
quired by d esigners, superintend ents and 
workmen in the various d ecorative arts, 
and to serve as a training school for 
teachers of these branches. 
In the pur­ 
suance of such instruction the pupil is 
taken through each successive branch 
of practical art to which he or she is 
ad apted . 
No knowled ge of d rawing is 
required in beginning, and all stud ies are 
d irectly from objects and from nature. 
As the pupils ad vance they are taught 
to make their own d esigns, the character 
of the d esigns being confined as closely as 
possible to work that could be applied to 
practical use. 
Even if the life classes, 
where copies are mad e from the semi­ 
nud e, the mod els are posed in attitud es 
that could be applied to architectural d e­ 
signs. 
In fact, in no d epartment is the 
ind ustrial feature lost sight of, and from 
the first attempt in geometrical d rawing 
to the highest perfection in copies from 
life this object is kept stead ily in view. 
An important feature of the instruction 
is that of compelling the pupil, after 
having mad e the d esigns, either in textile 
or in a purely art d epartment, to work 
them out in real articles. Looms exactly 
like those used in New England and 
Pennsy lvania manufactories are provid ed 
and the pupil makes a mg or a piece of 
carpet from his or her own pattern. 
In an institution owing its existence 
almost wholly to the ind omitable pluck 
and push of one woman, there are natur­ 
ally a large proportion of women stu­ 
d ents, but they are by no means the 
majority of those benefited . 
Ambitious 
artisans in the hund red s of ind ustrial 
mills of the city find here immense ad van­ 
tages for self improvement. Women find 
the same, and they are availing themselves 
of the privilege, both here and in the old er 
institution for ind ustrial and art ad vance­ 
ment—the School of Design for Women. 
The latter was a pioneer in this country 
in the task of provid ing congenial and 
profitable employ ment for women. 
Within a few months art schools in 
three large western cities have sent repre­ 
sentatives to this city to ask after tho 
feasibility of ind ustrial plans. 
It is rec­ 
ognized that women must be provid ed 
with the means of earning a living, and 
the vast field of ind ustrial art furnishes a 
broad and hitherto uncultivated and un­ 
occupied one. 
The number of women 
now filling remunerative positions in the 
mills as d esigners attest the claim of in­ 
d ustrial art ed ucation to notice.—Eugene 
II. Camp in San Francisco Chronicle. 


FIELD FOR FEMALE TALENT. 


S ch ool o f In d u stria l A rt in P h ila d e lp h ia . 
O ne W om un’s W ork. 
Aliout the time of the closing of the 
Centennial cx|>osition in 18 70, a com­ 
mittee was formed and provid ed with 
$30,000 in cash, for the purjioseof Recur­ 
ing from foreign exhibitors specimens of 
their best hand icraft in ind ustrial art 
subjects, to be used os a nucleus for an 
ed ucational museum in this city , tho 
same to eventually comprise a d epart- 
ment of a school of ind ustrial art. 
This 
was one of t lie practical method s ad opted 
to rend er the Centennial exposition of 
jvermanent benefit. 
It was successfully 
carried out through the efforts of one 
woman—Mrs. E. D. Gillespie, who is a 
grand niece of Benjamin Franklin. 
She 
worked in season and out toward the 
accomplishment of her plans. 
The result of her labors is the magnifi­ 
cent collection of art works that now fill 
the Memorial hall in Fair mount ¡wirk, 
part of which were purchased and tho 
balance d onated by foreign and native 
exhibitors. 
These works are employ ed 
as mod els, from which are d rawn art in­ 
spirations, that eventually find their way 
into the carpets, china, calico and the 
thousand and one other things of art, as 
well as d omest ic economy . 
It is to the city of Philad elphia and the 
state of Pennsy lvania, supplemented by 
the generosity of a few public spirited 
citizens in the eastern ftates and in Phil­ 
ad elphia, that this important art move­ 
ment lms been mad e in this country . 
The best features of the South Kensing­ 
ton Art school have been localized , and 
the method s of the French, German and 
Belgian d esigners have been freely util­ 
ized . 
The progress mad e by the latter 
country is something wond erful, manv 
of tho best suggestions coming from 
there. 
Among the subjects taught are d e­ 
signs fur carpets, rugs, wall papers, in 
which there have been a progress within 
the past five y ears that is simply marvel­ 
ous ; oilcloths, calicoes and all sorts of 
textile fabrics, two-third s of all the 
“genuine Smy rnas,” are mad e in Phila­ 
d elphia, 
In clay mod eling for the d eco­ 
rative art trad e instruction is given. 
A 
particularly important branch is the 
china d ecoration. The ad vancement mad e 
in jottery manufacture has brought into 
d emand hand painters of all d escriptions, 
as well as d esigners who can make the 
patterns that are printed upon our more 
common btoqp china by machinery . 


lle tte r T ha n H o tb ed P ro cesses. 
“Better know one thing well than 
many ind ifferently ,” was the rule by 
which the child ren of the last generation 
were trained , while a good ed ucation was 
thought to be a growth of y ears and 
careful, patient stud y , and not to be 
forced by the hotbed process now too 
much in vogue. 
It was thought, too, 
that no ed ucation could be complete un­ 
less there was first a solid found ation on 
which to build , the bottom lay er of said 
found ation being a thorough knowled ge 
of read ing, writing and spelling, geog­ 
raphy , arithmetic, history and grammar. 
These are homely accomplishments, but 
far more necessary to one’s success in 
life as a scholar than a mere smattering 
of the higher branches and an ambitious 
attempt at an essay , which may have in 
it fine figures of speech, borrowed from 
some text book, and classical allusions 
taken from the ency clopaed ia, but is still 
lamentably at fault so far as w riting and 
spelling and grammar are concerned .—
